New calls on 
CCTV in taxis 
after attack

A RACIST attack on a taxi 
driver in Luton has sparked 
fresh calls for CCTV to be 
installed in private hire 
vehicles and Hackney cabs. 

The attack happened at 
around 5pm last Sunday, when 
a Hackney carriage driver 
stopped at red lights on Hitchin 
Road close to the Inspire Sports 
Village. 

The offender got out of a 
white van and made racially 
abusive comments towards the 
driver, who had two of his 
family members sitting in the 
back of his vehicle. 

The man then proceeded to 
smash the rear and two 
passenger windows of the cab. 

Nobody was seriously 
injured, but all three were left 
very upset. 

In light of the attack, Bryan 
Roland, General Secretary of 
the National Private Hire 
Association called for the 
industry to catch up with mod¬ 
ern society and to do all they 
can to protect drivers. 

Mr Roland said: “I hear about 
incidents like this every day 
and most are alcohol related. 


“Since 1993, 65 taxi drivers 
have been murdered and over 
two thirds of them have been 
Asian. 

“The dangers of being out 
there are going from bad to 
worse. The situation for us is so 
far behind the rest of society. 

“The laws protecting taxi 
drivers are out of date, we need 
CCTV and only a small num¬ 
ber of councils in the United 
Kingdom have made this man¬ 
datory, the rest need to help

protect taxi drivers.” 

The call for CCTV follows a 
meeting last October between 
Luton Borough Drivers Union, 
Bedfordshire Police and Luton 
Borough Council (LBC) over 
drivers having safety 
concerns. 

Waseem Ilyas, Deputy 
Chairman of LBDU, said: “We 
have been having constructive 
talks with LBC on this issue. 

“They have said they would 
provide funding for CCTV to 
be installed in every taxi and 


private hire vehicle.” 

The payments work through 
an interest free loan, with the 
systems to be installed by a 
reputable company in associa¬ 
tion with the council. 

A LBC spokesman said: “Any 
driver subjected to racism or 
physical abuse should contact 
the police immediately. 

“If a driver reports such an 
incident to the council after 
the event, we will follow it up 
with the police and assist 
where possible. 

“Some Private Hire vehicles 
have already been approved to 
have CCTV inside the vehicle, 
and Hackney Carriages have 
this option too.” 

On this, Mr Ilyas said: “While 
I think most would take it if it 
was offered to them for free, 
money is an issue. 

“However, it’s a good thing 
that these loans have been 
offered to us as it will encour¬ 
age more people to get them.” 

He added: “The safety of the 
driver and passenger is the 
most important thing. 

“The police need support too 
so they can catch the perpetra¬ 
tors and stop things like this 
from happening for good, in 
the future.”

Woman admits she lied 
to police probing attack

A WOMAN at the centre of a love 
triangle which is said to have 
resulted in a suitor plotting to 
gun down her fiance has admit¬ 
ted in court that she lied to offic¬ 
ers investigating the shooting. 

Nazeem Dadd, who was 
engaged to be married to Atif Ali 
in May last year, told a jury how, 
just hours after he was shot in the 
street, she gave a videoed 
interview to detectives at 
Dunstable Police Station. 

In the interview on the after¬ 
noon of May 20 last year, the jury 
heard how Ms Dadd said there 
had been an incident just a week 
before when Shahzad Mahroof, a 
man she had been romantically 
linked to in the past, had attacked 
Mr Ali’s car and made threats 
that he would be killed. 

Whilst giving evidence at Luton 
Crown Court, Miss Dadd told the 
jury she had lied when naming 
Mr Mahroof, 28, of, Selbourne 
Road, Luton, who is on trial with 


five other men. They all plead not 
guilty to conspiring to murder 
Mr Ali on the morning of May 20 
last year, when Mr Ali was shot in 
the left thigh with a shotgun and 
needed life-saving surgery. 

Ms Dadd told Stuart Trimmer 
QC, prosecuting, that she hadn’t 
seen the face of the man who 
attacked her fiance’s car as she 
and Mr Ali sat inside, and hadn’t 
heard the words being shouted. 

Giving her evidence from 
behind a curtain draped around 
the witness box, Ms Dadd said at 
the time of the interview she was 
‘angry and shocked’. 

She said she had briefly visited 
her fiance at the Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital that morn¬ 
ing after he had been shot and 
before he was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital for 
life-saving surgery to his leg. 

She said it was out of anger that 
she had sought to blame Mr 
Mahroof for what had happened 
to Mr Ali and she claimed mem¬ 
bers of her own family had put 
pressure on her to implicate him. 


The other defendants in the 
case are Bernard Pillay, 41, of 
Campion Close, Uxbridge, who is 
said to have been the gunman 
and the shotgun was allegedly 
supplied by Matthew McCafferty, 
23, of Roman Way, Flitwick. 

Mark O’Neil, 41, of Lansbury 
Drive, Hayes, is said to have been 
given the job of driving Mr Pillay 
up to Luton to carry out the 
shooting. 

Also involved is Mahboob Baig, 
31, of Overstone Road, Luton, and 
Sajed Hussain, 31, of Portland 
Road, Luton. 

Mr McCafferty, Mr Baig, Mr 
O’Neil and Mr Hussain deny 
conspiracy to commit grievous 
bodily harm on Mr Ali. 

Mr Mahroof and Mr Pillay have 
pleaded guilty to this charge. 

Mr Mahroof also denies 
making a threat to kill Mr Ali, 
and Mr McCafferty denies a 
charge of possessing a firearm 
with intent to endanger life, 
having a firearm with intent and 
possessing a prohibited firearm. 

The case continues.

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HMIC says force 
needs to improve

BEDFORDSHIRE Police has 
been told it ‘requires 
improvement’ by a policing 
watchdog which said it was 
one of the worst performing 
forces in the country. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate 
of Constabulary (HMIC) 
released a report which found 
forces have cut £2.5bn from 
their budgets over the last 
four years, with three, includ¬ 
ing Bedfordshire, being told 
they need to improve. 

The HMIC said it had ‘grow¬ 
ing concerns’ about the 
number of police on the beat 
nationwide. 

Although Bedfordshire is on 
track to achieve the required 
£20.8 million cuts by 2015, it, 
together with Gwent and 
Nottinghamshire forces, still 
needs to improve performance. 

Of particular concern to 
HMIC was that responses to 
calls from the public, both 
emergency and priority calls, 
has declined markedly and 
although levels of recorded 
crime had been falling in 
Bedfordshire over recent 
years, in the 12 months to 
March this year, overall 
recorded crime went up. 

Since 2010 Bedfordshire has 
cut 179 police officers, 66

police staff and eight PCSOs 
but recruited 110 special con¬ 
stables. Nationally five forces 
were judged to be ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ and 35 ‘good’. None of the 
forces were considered to be 
‘inadequate’. 

Zoe Billingham, a HMIC 
Inspector for the Eastern 
Region, said the force had 
‘faced a difficult challenge’ 
and was ‘making progress 
towards achieving a secure 
financial position’. 

She added: “HMIC is 
encouraged that the force 
leadership has a good grasp 
and understanding of the 
issues and areas that need to 
improve.” 

Police Commissioner Oily 
Martins said: “HMIC’s report 
once again underlines the 
fact that we are a small, rural¬ 
ly funded force that faces 
some distinctly metropolitan

challenges. 

“It is disappointing to be 
classified as ‘requires 
improvement’, particularly 
when at the same time it is 
acknowledged we are in the 
process of taking the steps 
required to deal with the 
various challenges we face.” 

Chief Constable Colette 
Paul added: “Last year HMIC 
recognised the problems that 
we face and identified the 
risks ahead due to the fact 
that we are a small force, with 
a small budget, dealing with a 
particularly challenging 
environment. 

“In response everyone has 
worked incredibly hard to 
pull together a plan to make 
the best use of our resources 
going forward. It’s a tough 
position and we have had to 
make some difficult 
decisions.” 


Officer denies rape charge 


A POLICE inspector has 
denied raping and assault¬ 
ing a woman in the 1990s. 

Inspector Paul Kelly, 43, of 
Bedfordshire police, also 
pleaded not guilty to sexually 
assaulting a second woman 
18 months ago. 

Kelly, of Bedford Road, 
Denton, Northamptonshire, 
appeared at St Albans Crown 
Court on Thursday for a plea 


hearing. 

He denied five charges of 
raping one woman on two 
occasions between 31 
December 1996 and 1 lanuary 
1999. 

He pleaded not guilty to two 
counts of causing the same 
woman actual bodily harm 
between the same dates. 

In addition, he denied 
sexually assaulting a second 


woman between 30 
November 2012 and 1 lanuary 
2013. 

The officer, a father of two, 
had previously been an NCO 
with military intelligence, 
but was suspended from duty 
last December.

College to split from 
Barnfield academies

BARNFIELD College is to 
split from the Barnfield 
Academy Trust, it has been 
announced. 

In a statement released this 
week, a spokeswoman for the 
Trust said Barnfield acade¬ 
mies would now operate as a 
‘standalone multi-academy 
trust and shape their own 
future’, whilst the college 
would ‘focus on its core 
business of further and 
higher education’. 


She said the decision had 
been taken ‘after several 
months of deliberation’. 

Earlier this year a govern¬ 
ment inquiry raised ‘signifi¬ 
cant’ concerns over 
Barnfield’s management 
after the Department for 
Education was approached 
by whisteblowers. 

The split is set to take effect 
from early November this 
year. The Trust said its fund¬ 
ing agencies had ‘played no 
part in this decision’ and that 
it was now waiting for a gov¬ 
ernment response. 


Both the college and the 
academies will continue 
working together. 

The spokeswoman added: 
“We expect the separation to 
take effect from early 
November this year. 

“Students and their families 
will notice little difference as 
the legal changes will affect 
only governance and top level 
management arrangements. 

“Both organisations will 
appoint their own chief exec¬ 
utive and continue their total 
commitment to Luton and its 
residents.”

Protect animals in hot weather 

SIR - With the recent arrival of hot weather, 
we should be reminded that animals suffer 
and die when temperatures rise. 

Dogs die very quickly in hot cars and they 
should not be left inside them even for very 
short periods. Opening a window a few 
inches is not sufficient. 

Other animals suffer, too. Rabbits must 
not be left in a hutch in the glaring sun or 
inside a sweltering garage or shed. 

They need a cool, shady place where the 
air circulates, and where they are able to 
move freely. 

A hot rabbit can be kept cool by applying 
cold water gently to his ears. 

Should your rabbit become listless, or start 
breathing hard through an open mouth or 
go limp, get him to a vet immediately. 
Rabbits must also be checked daily through¬ 
out summer months for signs of flystrike. 

Smaller animals, like hamsters, rats and 
gerbils, can be kept cool by opening 
windows and closing curtains, using a fan 
(but not pointing it directly at them), 
refreshing water and providing a frozen 
water bottle, wrapped in a towel so that it 
cannot be chewed.

Support bus pass petition 

SIR -1 would like to invite Luton on Sunday 
readers to request copies of the ‘Love the 


Bus Pass’ petition and help the campaign 
towards 100,000 pen-on-paper signatures by 
the end of August. They’ll be delivered to 
Downing Street in September. 

The petition is the first major step on the 
way for this non-partisan campaign, which 
aims to get all major parties contesting the 
General Election to pledge to retain the 
England bus pass as a universal entitlement 
free at the point of use. The campaign is 
supported by the National Pensioners’ 
Convention. 

Whilst all the major parties pledged before 
the 2010 General Election to keep the pass, 
high-ranking coalition politicians soon 


started to call for ‘reform’. In 2011, new MP 
Brandon Lewis stated in Conservative Home 
that the scheme had never been ‘affordable’. 

Nick Clegg then called for a ban on 
‘millionaires’ joyriding on the buses, which 
would save next to nothing, but is a neat 
way of destroying the principal of universal 
entitlement and bringing in means-testing, 
with the bar being lowered over time to 
exclude more and more pass-holders. 

In mid-2012 it was reported that David 
Cameron, if returned in 2015, would 
legislate to abolish the pass in its present 
form: again, this January, he refused to 
commit to retaining it.

I LIKE a drink. There is not 
much I enjoy more than a 
few beers with mates or a 
quiet glass of Beaujolais 
with the present Mrs Lowe, 
while sitting in the back gar¬ 
den. Those that do not drink 
don’t know what they are 
missing. But those who drink 
too much, too often, are worse. 

Now on occasions, such as 
my recent works leaving do, I 
have a bit more than is good 
for me. But that only hap¬ 
pens on high days and holi¬ 
days. While with many 
young people these days it 
seems to happen every 
Friday and Saturday night. 

Alcohol is not something to 
be enjoyed, while discussing

There were occasionally 
what was known as ‘lock-ins’, 
where a publican would serve 
to a select few after hours. 

But, by definition, these had 
to be well-behaved, quiet 
affairs, so as not to alert any 
passing police officer 
(although it was not unusual 
for them to be at the lock-in 
themselves). Now, of course 
the pubs and clubs are open 
until the early hours, which 
may be a sign of freedom, but 
cannot help the cause of 
sensible drinking. 

Then there is what might be 
termed as parental and peer 
training. While we used to hit 
the town on a Saturday night, 
a lot of our drinking was done 
in pubs near to where we 
lived - locals. Members of 
your family, including 
parents, their friends, your 
friends and peers, would all 
drink locally. 

As a result of this people 
were ‘trained’ how to drink 
and what to drink, and being 
falling-over drunk was very 
much frowned on. These 


days getting falling-over 
drunk seems to be the main 
ambition. There is no longer 
any retribution, or shame, in 
young men and women 
being totally incapable of 
standing up. And not just 
that. Alleys off High Streets 
run with bodily fluids over 
the weekend. 

Finally the attitude of the 
law seems to have softened. 
Being drunk and incapable 
was once a crime, probably 
still is a crime, but does not 
appear to be one that is 
enforced any more. 

Perhaps there are just too 
many of them for it to be 
practical. I expect I will be 
dismissed as a miserable old 
git who can no longer enjoy a 
bit of fun. 

Maybe, but drinking your¬ 
self unconscious is hardly 
fun and could be very dan¬ 
gerous, both in terms of peo¬ 
ple’s health and their ability 
to resist those with dishon¬ 
ourable motives. I under¬ 
stand the clock can never be 
turned back but neither is it 
acceptable to pretend there 
is no problem, just youthful 
exuberance. Getting wasted 
is rarely fun.

AFTER four years of plan¬ 
ning and fund-raising, a 
Dunstable film company is 
hoping to release its first 
feature movie in cinemas. 

‘Peterman’ was shot by 
Control Films which is 
owned by Darren Pratt, 
from Dunstable and Mark 
Abraham from Toddington. 

Darren, who co-produced 
the film said the idea for the 
project first came when 
Mark, the director, watched 
an interview in which 
American director Quentin 
Tarantino gave advice on 


film-making. 

Darren said: “Quentin said 
that your first film should be 
set in one place and you 
should kill everybody in it! 
So our own film was set in a 
derelict farmhouse and we 
raised money from family 
and friends.” 

Filming was done last year 
and it depicts the story of 
Johnny (Skins actor Joe 
Cole), a heroin addict who is 
forced to help a violent gang 
break into a safe following 
the death of his grandfather. 

So why was it set in 
Dunstable? 

Darren said: “We wanted 
to film in Dunstable because 


that’s where the money was 
raised and you can also call 
in a lot of favours. 

“We have tried to make a 
non-geezer gangster film, 
rather than relying on big 
guys with shaved heads 
making jokes.” 

The duo received help in 
making the film from local 
organisations such as 
Central Bedfordshire 
College, who supplied some 
runners, and Facebook page 
‘Don’t Let Dunstable Die’ 
which publicised their pro¬ 
ject. They’ve also been nom¬ 
inated for Breakthrough 
Talent 2014 by Film London. 

Darren said he hoped 
support from locals would 
help elevate the film’s 
profile. 

He added: It’s amazingly 
complicated making a film 
and I never though it would 
be so complicated. 

“We now need a sales agent 
to take us to the distribution 
companies to then try and 
put the movie out. 

“Now we are looking at 
getting Dunstable residents 
to help us get this film into 
cinema.”

Stab attack man 
jailed for 10 years

A MAN has been jailed for ten 
and a half years after stab¬ 
bing another man 11 times. 

Luton Crown Court heard 
Nathan Genus, 20, of Birchen 
Grove, stabbed car dealer 
Mohammed Hoque in the 
back and thigh, with one 
wound causing a collapsed 
lung. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott 
said the wounds were poten¬ 
tially life-threatening but Mr 
Hoque had been saved by 


medical intervention. 

Genus pleaded guilty to 
wounding with intent on 
December 6 last year and a 
second charge of perverting 
the course of justice. 

Following the incident, 
Genus made telephone calls 
suggesting Mr Hoque should 
drop the charges in return for 
money. 

Mr Hoque had gone to see 
Genus, concerned that his 
(Hoque’s) younger brother 
was being bullied. Ms Elliott 
said Mr Hoque went to a 
garage to ask Genus to leave 


his brother alone. 

It led to Genus producing a 
knife, which he then used to 
attack Mr Hoque. In a victim 
impact statement, Mr Hoque 
said what had happened had 
made him want to leave 
Luton. 

The court was told that on 
the day of the attack Genus 
had received bad news which 
led him to behave out of char¬ 
acter. He now accepted that 
what he had done was wrong. 

Genus will serve two thirds 
of the sentence before being 
considered for parole.

easyJet grounds flights to Israel due to conflict 


LOW-COST airline easyJet 
cancelled flights between 
London Luton Airport and 
Tel Aviv on Wednesday and 
Thursday due to the ongoing 
conflict in the region. 

The decision came after the 
United States Federal 
Aviation Administration 
(FAA) grounded flights to 


Israel after a missile fired 
from Gaza narrowly missed 
Ben Gurion Airport on 
Tuesday. 

The order was only binding 
on American airlines, but 
was adopted by others. 

An easyfet spokeswoman 
said: “The safety and securi¬ 
ty of easylet’s passengers 


and crew is the airline’s 
highest priority.” 

Easyfet resumed flights on 
Friday, running a return 
flight from London Luton 
when the FAA order ceased. 

Flights from Luton to Tel 
Aviv were available, as Israeli 
airline El A1 carried on flying 
as scheduled.

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Burglars chalk ‘X’ 
marks on property

RESIDENTS are being told to 
be vigilant after distraction 
burglars used chalk to mark 
a house they repeatedly 
targeted over a two week 
period. 

Jewellery, a purse with 
money and a flat screen TV 
was stolen from an elderly 
resident who has dementia 
and lives in St Margaret’s 
Avenue. 

Burglars had marked the 
house with four ‘Xs’ written 
in white chalk. 

The family of the elderly 
resident reported the inci¬ 
dent on July 14 after noticing 
a number of items were miss¬ 
ing. They initially thought 
the items had been mislaid. 

This latest incident comes 
after an earlier warning by 
Bedfordshire Police last 
month following a run of 18 
burglaries in two and a half 
months. 

Detective Inspector Zara 
Brown said: “We believe that 
the person responsible for 
removing these items from 
the victim’s home has marked 
the house with chalk marks 
to remind them that the 
home owner is vulnerable 


and then continued to target 
the address. 

“This type of criminal will 
target vulnerable people 
within our communities and 
will often work with others to 
dupe their way in to a victim’s 
home or distract them whilst 
others commit the burglary. 

“Every care should be taken 
to keep them out. Making 
sure you keep an eye on your 
loved ones and your elderly 
neighbours is of paramount 
importance and simple 


things like keeping doors 
locked and bolted at all times 
and always using door 
security chains can help 
deter criminals.” 

She added: “Keeping an eye 
on people in your street, 
noting down registration 
numbers of unusual vehicles 
and reporting any suspicious 
activity quickly to the police, 
such as chalk marks left on 
houses, can help stop other 
elderly residents becoming 
victims.”

Man is jailed for 
attack on brother

A MAN who attacked his 
foster brother causing him to 
break his ankle has been 
jailed for three years at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Judge Richard Foster said 
that having listened to sub¬ 
missions he was able to keep 
the sentence lower. 

Keith Brunt, 34, of Poynters 
Road, Dunstable, appeared 
for sentence having earlier 
been convicted by a jury of 
inflicting grievous bodily 


harm on John Brunt and 
assault by beating John’s son 
Sam. 

Keith, his 49-year-old foster 
brother John and John’s 
22-year-old son were in the 
Gary Cooper pub in 
Dunstable when Keith 
attacked John and Sam 
following an afternoon 
drinking session on March 4 
of last year. 

John told the jury that with¬ 
out any warning an argument 
‘kicked off’ with his foster 
brother, who was suddenly 
getting angry over old family 


issues going back a number of 
years. 

Outside the pub he said 
Keith challenged him to fight 
and then punched him to the 
ground and started stamping 
on his leg, which caused the 
broken ankle. 

He then attacked Sam, 
before going back to John and 
punching him in the face. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Foster told Keith that the 
assault on his foster brother 
was particularly serious, for 
stamping on him with shod 
feet.

Flotsam and jetsam from the shore 
are all part of sea life’s rich tapestry 



ART 

FLOTSAM WEAVING 


‘Beyond the Horizon’ 

Gateway Gallery, Luton Airport 
September 25-November 25 

LIVING, as artist 10 ATHERTON does, in 
land-locked Bedfordshire, collecting the 
flotsam and jetsam that washes up on a beach 
mightn’t be the first thing you think of to 
work with. But that’s the raw material that lo 
is making her name in. 

A web designer and editor living in London 
for 10 years, Jo threw it all in to concentrate on 
doing something more creative and colourful. 

“I visited the Norfolk coast and began to pick 
up strands of twine and bits of plastic,” says Jo, 
“and I realised how colourful it could be. The 
things I found appealed to my storytelling 
instincts - where did they come from? Who 
had they belonged to? 

“Then about a year ago the weaving took off. 
I was in Newquay, Cornwall, which is where 
the Gulf Stream reaches land. All sorts comes 
in there. I don’t want to be known as an 
eco-warrior but we have a shared responsibil¬ 
ity because this stuff comes from all over - 
Newfoundland, Ireland as well as from closer 
to home. 

“Lots of my work has catchy titles or they’re 
ironic such as: ‘Lots More Fish in the Sea’ 
which is made from fishing gear, tackle, hooks 
and lobster traps. 

“Another is called; ‘It’s Only a Game’ and it’s 
made up of lots of broken, little novelty toys. 
It’s the legacy we leave. They’ll be around for 
hundreds of years and those toys will be 
exactly the same as when they were made, 
unlike us, who will be long gone. 

“Quite often, a project will begin with the 
title. I have to ask what are the items saying 
and where are they from? People now send me 
items from all over the world including little 
plastic soldiers that are washing up here all 


the time. It’s like there’s a little army under the 
sea and they look like real soldiers when 
they’re lying, in situ, on the beach.” 

Jo has won a competition to exhibit her work 
at Luton Airport, in the Gateway Gallery. The 
exhibition, ‘Beyond the Horizon’, runs from 
September 25 - November 25. “The Gateway 
Gallery is an amazing space,” says Jo. “People 
pass through it like flotsam themselves.” 

While her work is hugely creative and intrigu¬ 
ing, it does highlight the mess we are making 
of our planet. 


Jo is acutely aware that maybe it isn’t some¬ 
thing that everybody might want hanging in 
their living rooms. “People are drawn by the 
bright colours in my artwork, then they realise 
what they are and are shocked by what they 
see. I am beginning to think that my art would 
translate well into a community venture,” she 
says. “And I’d like to work on a group scale.” 

Jo will get the chance to do that next year. 
From February to July 2015 she has been 
invited to stage an exhibition at the National 
Maritime Museum in Falmouth where she will 


also run sessions in schools. Closer to home, a 
selection of Jo’s work will be exhibited at 
Bromham Mill throughout August. 

“I will be displaying 20 tapestries and, hope¬ 
fully, photographs of the pieces where they 
were found in situ. The mill is open on Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays and I will be running 
workshops on Saturdays between 11am and 
lpm so people can have a go at weaving them¬ 
selves. And I’ll be there the whole time 
working on a large scale piece.”

The Audi A3 e-tron plug-in hybrid 
makes some interesting numbers. Its 
claimed to return 188mpg, emit 35g/ 
km of C02 and get to 62mph in just 
7.6 seconds. Real world economy is 
around a third of this number which 
makes the asking price look somewhat 
optimistic. 

The stated fuel consumption figure of 188mpg 
is somewhat questionable given that if you put 
a gallon of fuel in this A3 e-tron and coupled 
that with a fully-charged battery, youd probably 
sputter to a halt after about 80 miles or so. Think 
of it as a quirk of the European testing system that 
Audi has managed to exploit. The fuel tank in this 
car is a 40 rather than a 50-litre unit, so with both 
electric and petrol combined, your total range is 


584 miles. On a good day, that equates to about 
66mpg, so not really any better than the extra 
urban economy of a good diesel and with less 
range to boot. It’s hard to argue with the 35g/km 
C02 emissions figure if you’re the person tasked 
with taxing it though. And there are big potential 
savings to be made in company car tax. Charging 
on a normal home socket takes less than four 
hours. 

Although the headline numbers make the Audi 
A3 e-tron appear an instant game-changer, look 
behind them and you’ll find things not quite so 
clear cut. In fact, a counter perspective might well 
be that you’re paying around £8,000 over the top 
of an A3 Sportback 184PS diesel and getting a car 
that’s slower, drinks more fuel, carries less luggage 
and offers inferior touring range. As a technical 
showpiece, it’s an intriguing thing. As a sales 
proposition though, you might need to scour the 
small print quite carefully.

LUTON boxer Manny Muhammad is set to 
feature at York Hall in Bethnal Green, London 
next Saturday. 

This will be the first time Manny has been 
in action since his widely covered heroic 
rescue of Reverend Mike Jones, who was 
trapped under a car following an accident in 
May this year.
